— -Just thirty-Heren yeai'ff 
(iffone toihy^ — there has 
been such a wonderful 
revolution in sentiment, 
even in Maysville and Ma- 
son county, that few in- 
deed are those who know the trials attending 
the introduction of a Republican newspaper into 
this community. And although the story is 
not half told, the following letter from a ster- 
ling friend at 8t. Louis contains so much that 
will be "news" to others than the £reiitleman to 
whom he refers. The Ledger takes the liberty 
of printing it — 

St. I.m |v, K. I.rnary 27th, 1904. 
My Oood Fr'fitil Tom: You, like the lamented Han.\a, 
will have to di before you bare the good things Mid of 
that should he laid to you. 



Alton me, in h pemonal way, to ivkrtS » Uttte goieip— 
an experience o( recent date. 
One of oar Mtade, fonatrly of llaytviUe, renarked to 

me that he could not indorse your recent course politi- 
cally. This good friend is our junior by a full score of 
years, so I gave bias tn epitoBM o( your doinge eiaoe I 
had Itnown yon. He was informed fhn» von returned to 
our town before the great War was lairly euded, when he 
was an Infant; that, against the adTice of many of your 
friends, yon started The Republiean on if> mission of 
well-doing; that you overcame obstacle alter obstacle that 
threatened to down you. In those days the Democrats 
. .Mild nafely count on 1,200 ni«jority in >f:i'-oii: in those 
days, business men who were not Democrats were boy- 
cotted; in those days, it was not deemed respectable by 
the majority for one to he a Republican. .Ml this hns 
been changed. Your pre-eminent social qualities, your 
broad and consenrativt management of yoar paper, were 
the causes.

out further management on your part, become an office 
suitable for the place. 

"Well, all this causes me to view matters very differ- 
ent Iv iiic feed: I am glad you gave me this information," 
our friend remarked. 

He was further informed that you bad at all times been 
foremost in advocating and materially aiding siny enter- 
prise that looked towards a betterment of our people: 
tlmt you were broad politically, and had no special admi- 
ration for ;i Minn who cl.iiineil he never scratch' d :i t; U'. t 
that you thought— and taught— to be a Kepublicdu wll^ to 
be a Fteeman. There were no dividing lines tor you in 
our country — no North, no South, no Kast, no West for 
you — all Americans being your brothers. Many of your 
best friends are ex-Confederates and Democrats. The 
leaders on both sides of our Civil War are great Ameri 
cans all, in your aight. 

Tom, since being here, I heard Rabbi H \RRI^^o^• deliver 
an address to the (i. .\. I!. Mi nuni.il . fhc t loijiient 
Rabbi makes ^ood talk. He is a thorough American; he 
loves the Flag.
